proposed meeting of Bank delegates to the 
riucation of Australian Banking j or ratlicr, 
to tpcak more accurntely, the latter wns 
itotajol fejj competent I linn the former. 
It was not only the proper meeting for 
such a discussion, but the vhri best that 
human wit could devise. With the single 
eKceptiou of the Commercial Bank, which 
had nnticipnicd the object, the meeting 
would have represenltd all the halLlere of 
Bank stovk in the colony* : would have 
comprised some of the most experienced, 
intelligent, nud long-liendcd sages on 
money-matters, to be founrl iu any part of 
the tnttd i in poiilt uf numbers, would 
have been neither too large nor too atindl, 
but ju!t the righl medium for n body con- 
vened for grave deliberaliuu j nor ia it too 
mirth to fidd, that its decisions would hue 
carried g^cat weight, And have commanded 
the respect of tin- sevcml Bank proprieta- 
ries, and of the public at Inrge. 

So much for Mr. M' La ■ kk's tirat 
nauon. Are we not justified in having 
despised it as the merest sophistry T 

2. He does not eipeet that "a ataaaiinitl/ 
«r OpUlioilt will prevail," Marvellous! 
At this rate it must be uscleti to hold 
meetings of any aort, or for any purpose, 
" unanimity" being a tiling which falsi hie 
mortals rnrely altnin. In the aeuate, in 
courti of law, in popular assembliei, iu 
genrral meetings of joint-stock copartners, 
even in select committees, if khouimiVji 
were mad* the aite cru^ son, biisiueas 
would generally he brought to a full slop. 
But the commun tense of mankind has 
taught them la nut satisfied with nrnjori- 
tin, aa being nut only the nett beat thing, 
but, for all practical purposes, in this 
working and mauy-Diinded world, the tery 
belt. Not to Mr. M'Lakkk. He will 
have unanimity or nothing. He had 
belter, then, go nut uf the world, tor with 
I hia crotchet iu Ilia head, he will never 
elbow his way through its motley crowds. 

3. Nor can he evpect that "any prac- 
tical good will result from it." Why, this 
ia the pooteat reason of all. It it bath a 
begging of the whule ijueatiun, and an 
arrogant aelf-aaaumptiou of suutriority in 
judgment over all the other Bonrda put 
together. The uueifion of u>A«I ta *■ prac- 
tical good," was the very paint lo be dis- 
cussed — whether banking as it is, or bank- 
ing aa it might be. This question set lied, 
as questions alwnys arc, either uuammntLilj 
nr by mnjority, rhe "practical good" so 
agreed upon would of course 14 remit" If 
decided that the existing system should 
be upheld, why then Mr. M'LtRCN and 
hit brother Anglo would uf course he 
satisfied with the " practical g vid" tn 
which they arc so anxious to adhere. If 
decided that the system should be modi- 
fied, then there would " result" that otlier 
" practical good," for want of which lilt* 
colony is driren lo tlie verge of ruiu. But 
Mr. M'Laheh ia wiser lliui Ilia genrra- 
tiou. Seated solus iu Ids Batik parlour, he 
cam, for himself determine, out of (he

Buch are this worthy gentleman's Uiree 
potett* reoaoiis for not atteudiug tie Bank 
Cotigrcsa. 

Turn we now to liii handsome offer of 
co'operaliuii with the other Hanks, upon 
which offer lie evidently plumes himself. 
" From tlie above letter," he tefls tut in 
his yesterday's wmmuuication lo ourselves, 
" yon will perceive that I hare eamplird 
of once, on behalf of this Bank, to reduce 
tlie rate of interest to eight per Writ, if the 
Colonial Bauka thought ]iropcr to do so." 
He here ivjulnulicLs what he had prtvi. 
ously sstdiu liii letter ; for he tells ut that 
" practical gout]"* might " resull" even 
(ei'/AoHf a confcmicc : how much more icif A 
one ! If so n tiling to meet his brethren in 
Bctiun, why refuse to meet [Lent in ««- 
ultutiaii .' But let us look al the ward- 
ing of the letter itself: — 

" I lutve no Iresitatiou in stating, that 
in the event of the oilier Banks deciding 
upon reducing their rate of interest to 
eight per cent., the tame tale will hi 
uluptcd at this Bank." 

Very good ! Anulber nourish of 
trumpets, followed by another dead halt. 

" But" — ouee- more hia good Intentions 
are »lain at the very threshold with n 
murderous "iuf" — "But the proposal for 
discontinuing lo allow inlercat on current 
accounts cauaof Ac aeeedeil Iv Ay fAif ca- 
/vo/irAjNeni," 

N'nw here it is, that we chaigo Mr. 
M'Larvn with disengenuousnesa. lie 
knew all along— icrll knew, — that upon 
the discontinuance of interest on current 
accounts the proposed reduction of discount 
entirely depended. Without the one, the 
other was utterly impracticable. To re- 
duce the rate of discount, and yet continue 
the interest on daily dejinaita, would be an 
set of folly and rusdnesa ; the Banks could 
not stand it . their dividends would be so 
seriously affected ai to cause a ruinous de- 
preciation of Ua.ua stock. A BucriHee like 
this would he more then the public lias a 
right to expect, nnti, at Mr. M'Latti.N 
very well knew, mare than ihe llnnks would 
for a moment listen to. 

The handsome offer, therefore, coupled 
with its latal naenittioit, was downright 
trilling, and a positive insult lu ill" com- 
mon seme of those to whom it was made. 

We shall return to this subject hereafter. 
Indeed, we sliall feel it onr duly lo agitate 
the Bank Reform education, ever mid anon, 
until the just demand! of the public shsll 
have lieen fairly met. Meanwhile, we 
commend to the careful perusal of the 
Anglos, and of the Government, the sub- 
joined correspondence twtween the Rinks 
mill the Eaeculire of the sister colony.

an inyettigation, in consequence of a com- 
plaint inaitE by M. A. Bolton, before the 
Board j three of the Members of the 
Board being Magistrates, felt it to be then- 
duty to issue a warrant against the Cap- 
tain and Doctor, which was prepared aud 
sigued hy me ; they were thereujnn com- 
mitted to take their trial — admitted to 
hail— tried before tbe Supreme Court- 
found guilty, and sentenced each to a line 
of A' ."mi nud to be imprisoned for six 
months. The immediate case of ill treat- 
ment for which tbe Captain and Surgeon 
were tried, as proved on tbe trial, wai their 
having one nighty in the month of Decem- 
ber, brought M. A. Bolton on deck, about 
ten o'clock, with six other females ; she 
wm then handcuffed with hrr hinds be- 
hind her lack, and buckets of water were 
thrown over hrr by the Surgeon and Cap- 
tain, varying in number from two to leven, 
nt stated by the different witnesses. Thia 
ease, in which a verdict was found against 
the parties, was not the only casa proved 
against them before the Immigration 
Hoard. It wai proved In the Hoard thai 
■nine weeks previously to this, in come- 
queues of a trifling dispute about the 
cleaning of a mett kid, the Captain and 
burgeon hail handcuffed the aame person, 
and Ihrowu several hueketa of water over 
her ; and had kept her on the poop in her 
u-et cloihrs so late aa eleven o'clock at 
night, bat bow much later was not proved.

In this 
ease it appeared that the Captain had a 
sum of money belonging to the Immigrant 
in his bauds, frnin which he took payment. 
In an oi her case, it was distinctly proved 
t hat an Immigrant in the same vessel, was 
allowed to purchase articles, confessed bv 
the Matter ami Surgeon to have been un- 
necessary, even alter his mouey wai es- 
penilcd. on depositing hit watch in the 
ttandi of Ihe Chief Uilicer as sociirity- 

2ii. Although these complaints were 
numerous, yet they formed the exception 
rat her than the rule ? Yes : but I am 
very much inclined to think thit many 
irregularities occurred which never eante 
to the ears af the Immigration Board. 

ili, Were these irregularities discovered 
to have misted in tbe atrip* recently ar- 
rived, or in those which arrived twelve 
months previously ? In the ships recently 
arrived.

changes which bnve taken place during 
that period have been so important, that I 
fear I am hut ill qualified to offer an 
opinion ns to tlie best method of conduct- 
ing Kmigratloii but I may slate, gene- 
rally, that the Surgeon should, iu all cases, 
lie approved id by tlie Colonisl Land and 
Emigration Commissioners, who would no 
doubt nntisfy themselves, not only as re- 
garded his profcasional capacity, but alao 
as lo hia mural character s nd general capa- 
bility for so grav.- a trust ; a man may be 
a good surneou, and at the amnc time 
altogether deficient in the other qualifica- 
tions ibr the important duties of the 
superintendent of an immigrant ship. 
Tbe surgeon should clearly understand, 
tliat as regards aiithurity over tbe immi- 
grants, he is the in si person on board, 
mid that he is the servant of the public, 
and not of the gssrties importing tbe immi- 
grauta. He should make himself ac- 
quainted, sb far sa possible, with every 
particular eouueelcd wilh the immigrants 
under Ills charge, so as la be able, on 
arrival in tbe colony, to afford tlie board 
everv information. I am alao of opinion, 
if ihe salaries of the local agents of Go- 
vernment at the different ports, as also 
Ihoac uf the selecting agents, (should such 
be appointed) were made in tome degree 
dependent on tlie final patting of the im- 
migrant! in the colony, it would have a 
beneficial effect. The sale of wines and 
spirits an board immigrant ships ctnuut 
he too strongly condemned ; and (after due 
notice bring given) I would uot hesitate 
to recommend tbe Bounty being withheld, 
iu any ship where it was proved to have 
been practised.
